Japs' Resistance 
On Guinea Nears 
End; Allies Gaii^

The new year ntrcudy hua cumc to the western Pacific wiir 
zone and American troops in the Bunn urea of New Guinea 
today 'werc forciiiK Japaneie troops into ever-njirrowintr 
confines. 

It appeared the last hours of Japanese resistiince werc run- 
nins out.

■ This has been notable In connection with 
TiUonlng. There Is not a single commodity 
now under rationing, or about to be. Which 
■has not been permitted 'to run wild until a 
crisis has Intervened to force action. 

Six million workers must be added to the 
national laboring force during 1043. About 
one million can be obtained from normal 
Eourccs. The rest have to be recruited. 

This need not mean 0,000.000 new faces In 
factories. It could mean O.OOO.OOD men and 
women put at essential ta.sks, of whom per- 
haps half would have been frted from non- 
essential work, pried out of hoarded reserves 
or made available by .strict control over Job 
shlfUs, fdleness caused by labor disputes, 
failures to report for work, etc. 

Such control probably cannot be made cf- 
lectlve without legislation. So why put It 
off 7 Why In tomorrow, or next week. 'or six 
months hence better than today? 




ITS SEVEN IlOirnS. so NO COAL 
A local manufacturing concern that 1; 
somewhat apprehensive over Ita dwindling 
fuel supply h;is received an liitcieaUng leucr 
from the sales manager of one of our western 
coal companies. 

The letter, In response to an Inquiry re^ 
garding the possibility of RcttlnR any more 
coal, rends in pari as follow.';: 
"At this time wc arc over twelve week: 

■ behind on shlpmenL-i. The present coal sit' 
uatlon Ls very serious. John L. LcwLs^ presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers, will not 
allow the miner.? to work over seven liours 
per 'day. This seriously curtails the amount 

■ of coal wc can produce. 

"Communities In ail part.': of the western 
country arc out of coal and the production 
of the western mines Is not sufficient under 
the short working day lo supply the demand." 

Remember? It wa.s the United Mine Work' 
crs who almost got to the point .several weeks 
ago of "offering" to work on the sixth day. 
provided they were paid on a tlmc-and-a- 
half b.tsis for the extra seven-hour day. But 
even that blew up when they refused to be 
bound by the regular rules applying to ab- 
. senteelsm. etc. And the Eovemmcnl and th« 
war labor board again crawled back Into their 
Bhell. 

It this sort of selfi-shness and defiance on 
the part of Lewis and his United Mine Work- 
ers can be reconciled with the national ad- 
ministration's appeal for all-out support of 
the -war effort, then It'a easy to understand 
why we're In for a lot of trouble, the man- 
power problem Included. 

The government doesn't hesitate to tell 
everyone else what to do In order to win the 
war, but when It comes to organlrcd labor, 
thot continues to be a different story. 

A BIT UNFAIU 
Tbc Moore Drydock company was on the 
pan recently because It was not delivering 
ships on schedule. Now it develops that the 
delay In cooipletloiu was due to the concern's 
inability to obtain equipment because It co^ild 
not get adeauately high priority ratings from 
Washington. Other small companies have en- 
countered fllmllar trpubles. Ttto low priorities 
given these flrnu may hare been Justified. 
But In that event, the shipyards did not de- 
serve to be verbally . manhandled for tholr 
inability to complete ships.
